FELLOWSHIP 





E. C. 
All that is vital and necessary for 
the success of an individual or a 


church or a group of churches is 
vividly summed up in the above. With- 
out fellowship we are foreign to each 
other and lost in the darkness of the 
night. Much has been said concerning 
this all important subject and we ferl 
assured there is much more left un- 
said. We will, however, try to reach 
out, if possible, to the pivotal points 
here as we understand them and pass 
it on for those who may chance t9 
read. 


The definition of fellowship is state 
or relation of being a fellow or asso- 
ciate. The Greek is Koinonia, meaning 
fellowship, association, communion, 
joint participation, intercourse. These 
definitions are particularly concerned 
in a methodical way of expressing 
what is common among individuals as 
to rank or association, but are in 
some sense lacking in expression of 
the vital truth of that fellowship 
which God has given unto His crea- 
tures unless we are to find it in the 
words communion and joint participa- 
tion. 

In 1 Cor. 1:9 it is written, “God is 
faithful, by whom ye were called unto 
the fellowship of his Son Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” Taking the word fellowship 
in its various definitions, we find we 
are called to be a fellow of the state 
and relation of the rank of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, but the words commun- 


ion and joint participation more fully 


exemplify the manner of arrival at 
such fellowship and its benefits after 
its derivation. Before we pursue our 
benefits in this fellowship of His Soa 
Jesus Christ, let us first locate the 
necessity of such a_ fellowship. 
THE CAUSE 

The fact is that thru the fall or the 
sin of Adam we as creatures lost our 
original standing and state with God, 
and it is here that God has called the 
creature back to that lost fellowship. 
Before fellowship could be restored 
unto the creature, again admitting 
him into the presence and communion

of God, there must be a recompense 
God-ward on the part of the sinner. 
And since the sinner was void of any 
meritorious works, it must therefore 
be afforded by means of an_ atone- 
ment and communion, thus affording 
God recompense and the creature 
atonement and communion with God. 

In Isa. 59:2 we read, “But your 
iniquities have separated between you 
and your God, and your sins have hid 
his face from you, that he will not 
hear.” Then again in Amos 3:3 we 
read, “Can two walk together, except 
they be agreed?” Thus, fellowship with 
God has been lost and His face hid- 
den. Then the question arose, “Can 
two walk together, except they be 
agreed?” God sought an agreement 
with His straying creatures, saying, 
“Come now, let us reason together.” 
But before there could be reason, 
there must be communion; and before 
communion, an atonement so_ the 
Creator might be set at ONE again. 
Then there could be agreement and 
the Creator and the creature began 
their walk together, i. e. the walk of 
faith, Gen. 5:22; 2 Oor. 5:7. It was, 
‘therefore, to satisfy the heart and 
mind of God that He gave unto us 
Jesus who on the cross died that He 
might reconcile us unto God by His 
blood. Col. 1:20. 

The word reconcile and the word 
fellowship both have a paramount 
meaning of vital importance and 
equality. Reconcile comes from the 
Greek word Apo-kat-allasso which 
means to reconcile completely, to rec- 
oncile back again, i. e. to a former 
state of harmony. When Christ was 
made a curse for us on the cross, He 
thus reconciled us from our wicked 
works back unto God, unto our former 
state of harmony, or unto such har- 
mony as God and Adam had, except, 
of course, we are still bearing the 
sting of sin in our physical bodies but 
covered by the Holy Spirit which ac- 
tualized our sonship. Gal. 4:6; Rom. 
8:26. Thus we are afforded that fellow-

DON’T DRIFT

Yes, it is the drifting that is most 
to be feared. Men do not become 
atheists and swindlers at a leap. For 
everyone who resolutely sets his face 
against God, there are hundreds who 
drift from Him. 

Young men come to our great cen- 
ters of population from holy and bless- 
ed homes where they have been born 
and bred. They are nice, amiable, well- 
meaning fellows with no intention of 
going wrong though, perhaps, with no 
very strong resolution to go right. The 
last words of advice from father or 
mother ring in their ears, urging them 
to keep up good habits in which they 
have been trained since childhood, 
and they intend to conform to these. 
If such a young man falls in company 
with those who have good influence, 





it is very likely he will turn out well; 


but if he goes into an establishment 
or a house where there is a fast, gay 
set, where the Lord’s day is unkept, 
where filthy allusions pollute the talk 
and gambling fills the leisure hours, 
after the first momentary shock is 
over he is apt to give himself up to 
the strong prevailing current and be- 
gin insensibly but swiftly to drift. It 
is not necessary at first that he should 
commit same flagrant sins. It is 
enough that he cease to resist the in- 
sidious influence around. 

Young man, is this a true picture 
of your conditions? If so, heed the ad- 
vice of one who is older, one who is 
interested in your welfare. Don’t 
drift into loose companionship. A man 
is made gar marred by his friends. Be 
ware of the man who talks slightingly 
of his mother, father, home, or of wo- 
men generally, Many men ridicule any 
allusion to the purity and tenderness 
of the home cirele and apparently 
have no belief that women can be 
other than the toy or victim of man— 
never his equal and confident and 
friend, Beware of such men. 

Beware of the man who professes 
himself too deeply versed in science 
of the day to believe in the Bible an@ 
who ridicules those who do. A man 
has no more right to steal away or 
spoil your faith than he has to de 
prive you of your eyesight or rob you 
of your purse, and if he attempts it, 
he betrays a dangerous character of 
which you will do well to beware, 

Don’t drift into extravagant €xpen- 
diture. Better live on oatmeal and 
brown bread than spend more than 
you can afford or drift into debt. The 
pleasure of a day’s outing or of an eve: 
ning’s gaiety has a nasty aftertaste: 
when for weeks or months you have 
to avoid certain people because you 
owe them money which you cannot 
repay. A young man sometimes spends 
in a single evening money enough to 
fill his heart with anxiety for many 
a weary day and is perhaps tempted 
to take money that does not belong 
to him in order to stay pressing de- 
mands and in hope of the opportunity 
of repayment which never comes. 

Young man, take warning. Don’t 
drift into habits of gambling. There 
is plenty of it all around us and a 
man feels rather lonely when he re- 
fuses to join in. Better feel] lonely than 
join in. How much better to put the 
foot down and refuse the first invita- 
tion. You mean to refuse the second 
but if you are going to refuse at all 
it will be unspeakably easier to refuse 
at first than afterward. 

Betting is a bad thing and should 
be avoided. Loved ones and homes are 
sacrificed to the companions of the 
betting ring. Business is neglected be- 
cause they live in the feverish hope of 
coming in for a windfall and of get- 
ting money without giving an equiva- 
lent of any sort. 

Don’t drift into habits of drinking. 
Nothing is easier than to do this. No

“Beloved, let us love one another 
for love is of God, and every one that 
loveth is ‘born of God and knoweth 
God.” 1 John 4:7. 

‘In my attempt to give a short 
exegesis on the subject we have for 
consideration, I shall not delve into 
the history of love, but we do know 
that love was from the beginning and 
is now. 

There are different kinds of love

ship that is so indispensable if we are 


to enjoy the afforded rest and com-|‘ 


munion with God. 

After that “we were some time 
alienated and enemiés in our mind by 
wicked works, yet now hath he recon- 
ciled.” The word ailenated is trans- 
lated from the Greek word allotriadzo 
which means to be estranged. The 
word is made up from allos, which 
means another of the same kind, and 
heteros, which means another of an- 
other kind. Here we find that the 
creature had become another of anoth- 
er kind or had become a partaker of 
“wicked works” thru the blindfolding 
of Satan. We had become darkness in- 
stead of light. 

But in Christ Jesus we are recon- 
ciled, restored to our fellowship and 
communion, and are made partakers 
of divine nature, and are commanded 
to “put off the old man, which is cor- 
rupt, according to all his deceitful 
lusts.” The calling of this fellowship 
is based on the faithfulness and love 
of God for His straying creatures, It 
asks or demands that “we come and 
reason together,” and at the same time 
holds out unto us the promise that 
“though our sins be as scarlet, they 
shall be as white as snow; though 
they be red like crimson, they shall 
be as wool.” Here God promises a 
washing, a cleansing from the defile- 
ment of our sinful nature we had in- 
herited in our estrangement, and not 
only a washing and a cleansing but 
also a taking away. 

Thus we read in Psa. 103:12, He 
hath removed our transgressions from 
us. The Hebrew verb rucheek has 
the idea of going far away, or being 
repelled or thrust back. It is here 
that we see not only the taking away 
of our sins, but the actual repelling 
and thrusting back of the imposition 
of sin at the hand of Satan. The verb 
is causative, i. e. God has caused, etc. 

RESULT 

With our sins forgiven and blotted 
out from before God and with a divine 
nature, we may now under the cloak 
and guidance of the Holy Spirit have 
fellowship with God who is Himself 
a Spirit. God that is Spirit had sought 
us that we might be made partakers 
of a spiritual life and nature, that we 
be not banished from His presence. 
Under the efficacy of such an atone- 
ment we may now say, “Our Father 
who art in heaven.” But we may yet 
have a further benefit. 

After we have cleansed ourselves 
from all filthiness of the flesh and 
spirit, perfecting holiness in the fear 
of God, we may be sons and daughters 
unto God. We are released from fear 
and bondage of sin and joined unto 
the Lord. The word joined here comes 
from the Greek word kollao which 
means glued together. The Spirit of 
God here renders a compact so that 
we are members of His body and are 
thereby made partakers of such spirit- 
ual blessings as the divine Head is. 
All the needs for such fellowship and 
union have been met in the at-one- 
ment of Calvary. 

The precious blood is vicarious to 
atone and render the Creator and 
creature one again. As it is written, 
“Both he that sanctifieth and they 
who are sanctified are all of one.” 
Here is a blessed union of divine hu- 
man nature wrought by the precious 
blood that our comprehension of di- 
vine things may be furthered by its 
sanctity, and not only thus, but furth- 
ered and aided by death itself. 

It is as the legend of an old saint 
who years ago passed away. He had a 
son estrayed from home, but who, af- 
ter his return to the community, had 
been refused admittance into his home 
again because of enmity between him 
and his father. His mother on her dy- 
ing bed begged pitiously day by day 
for him until at last the father assent- 
ed that he might come again into the 
home. Whereupon, his aged mother 
called him and his father to her dying 
bedside, and grasping with the last 
touch of life the hand of father and 
son in her own hand and placing them 
as though they would shake hands, 
breathed out her last breath and left 
father ard son with hands clasped to- 
gether in her own dying hand. When 
the precious blood of Calvary was shed 
and the life of the Son of God expiat- 
ed, the heart of a loving, heavenly Fa- 
ther and an estranged and dying race 
were united again in one body and 
especially so as the grace provided 
thereby is accepted by faith. 

After such acceptance we are no 
more strangers and foreigners, but 
fellowcitizens with the saints and of 
the household of God. We become not 
only the communicants of the fellow- 
ship of Jesus Christ, but we are made 
joint participants of all the benefits 
of His riches in glory. This we may 
not fully enjoy now, but certainly we 
shall in the future. The heart and 
mind of God await with anxiety the 
time when He may give us that bless- 
ed inheritance bequeathed unto us in 
the death of the Son of God.

Of course I am not 
accusing anyone, am I? merely stat- 
ing a few facts. 

Then on Friday night when we 
have young people’s service and peo- 
ple expect to hear a lot of verses and 
poems read and recited and the young 
people try to make it as_ interesting 
as possible for all those who attend, 
we have a house almost full. Thanks 
to the young people. I took advantage 
of this the other night and preached 
a sermon on “The Need of a Spiritual 
Fire” before I let the young people 
have their say. I had the advantage 
of them, they had to stay and listen 
to the Word in order to hear the 
young people’s program, 

I don’t seem to hear much about 
the length of skirts now. I wonder if 
all the women up in the state have 
gone to wearing them long, or is it 
just because the cold weather is lend- 
ing a helping hand in this thing? I'll 
tell you what I have felt led of the 
Spirit to do and I have done it. I 
made a ruling that no young person 
could even so much as read a poem 
in the service or sing a song UNLESS 
their dresses and stockings agreed to 
come together, and also their sleeves 
MUST come BELOW their elbows. Of 
course some of them had to quit be- 
cause they would not get out of style, 
but the church has been going on just 
the same with growing interest. 
Thank God! 

We have formed a prayer circle and 
have a person to pray during every 
hour of the day from six in the morn- 
ing until six in the evening. They 
don’t pray all the hour, that is they 
don’t have to, but just remember that 
special hour to pray so that the church 
is praying without ceasing from sun- 
up until sundown.

I 
stand as firm for divine healing as I 
do for anything else the Bible teaches, 
although I am not fanatic about it, 
and now most all the church is trust- 
ing God for their bodies, in fact all 
of them are that I know of, and they 
have promised to call for prayer (not 
all of them made this promise but the 
greatest number of them did) before 
taking any more remedies. 

This morning while I was in the 
pulpit there came a strange thing to 
my mind, and yet not strange either. 
I felt guilty of something. I began to 
examine myself. All I found was that 
I had not been rendering due respect 
to the HOUSE of GOD in that I had 
been at times, and most all the time, 
chatting with the people and talking 
about things I could not preach about 
(that was before the services), I 
pledged myself on the altar of God for 
consecration and told the people I 
was thru talking about anything un- 
less it would edify, except when I was 
preaching or singing or something 
like that.
